TIBN-TSIS, Aug. 3.—The emperor ol 


China has issued a manifesto in re- 
sponse to Japan's declaration of war. 
The manifesto declares that the em- 
peror accepts the war which Japan has 
thrust upon him, and orders the vice- 
roys and commanders of the impel-ial 
troops to root these pestilential Japan- 
ese from their lairs. The emperor 
throws the whole blame for the shed- 
ding of blood upon the Japanese, who, 
he asserts, are fighting in an unjust 
cause. 


The emperor has expressed a desire 


to come to Tien-Tsin in order to be 
near the center of intere&t, but Viceroy 
Li Hung-Chang is opposed to the move- 
ment on the ground that Tien-Tsin 
does not afford suitable accommoda- 
tions for his majesty.

His idea is thai the way to 
liberate American workingmen is to 
adopt a system of tariff that will open 
our ports, free, to the products of cheap 
European labor; 
products that our 


workingmen could make themselves, 
thus making our people idle unless they 
will consent to a reduction of wages that 
will enable our home manufacturers to 
produce these things as cheap as the 
foreign articles coming in free can be 
sold in this country. This, of course, 
must be done or the American product 
cannot be sold in this or any other mar- 
ket as against the cheap-labor foreign 
article. 


That's what Mr. Debs has been voting 


for all his life; but as soon ae the antici- 
pation of that state of things has made 
it necessary to reduce wages, Mr. Debs 
says wages cannot be reduced; that the 
power of labor unions must be exertded 
to prevent tho very thing Debs voted 
for.

Railway union will not officially call 
the strike off. Neither Will it order a 
contlnnence of the struggle. Members 
of the organization on each road will 
he allowed to return to work sepa- 
rately if they so desire, but they will 
receive neither orders or advice from 
the nnion as a whole. This waa tha 
sense of the delegates' convention 
which assembled yesterday in this city, 
to discuss the situation. 


The convention was called to order 


with President Debs and Secretary 
Keliher officiating. 
Fifty-three 
ac- 


credited delegates were in attendance, 
many of them from California, Wyo- 
ming and Washington. Lack of funds 
prevented many of the delegates from 
coming. 
The morning session was 


spent in organization. The utmost 
secrecy was observed, the delegates 
meeting in a different hall in the after- 
noon without giving any intimation to 
outsiders. This session was devoted 
to the strike question. 
v 


Eeports from delegates were read in 


order that the convention might see 
how the various roads stood. The 
Santa Fe delegates were heard on the 
condition of the strike from Chicago to 
California. The reports declared the 
road to he in bad condition, the in- 
formation being said to be more accu- 
rate than the reports received by tele- 
graph.- 


Last night meetings were held in 


various parts of the city, the strikers 
on each railroad system holding sepa- 
rate meetings.

(Her occupied an hour and a half to- 
day in a statement of the reasons why 
he had offered and why the senate 
sliould adopt his resolution for investi- 
gation of the history of the Dominion 
Coal Co. of Nova Scotia, in connection , 
with assurances that the tariff duty of 
wvpnty-flve cents a ton on coal would 
b*» removed by congress. He quoted ( 
from the prospectus of the company to 
show that that was the principal in- 
ducement held ont for the sale of its 
stock and bonds, which consisted, he 
said of 815,000,000 common {of which 
5l3.-iOO.000 was water), $3,000,000 of 
preferred stock and $3,000,000 of bonds 
—one-half of which preferred stock 
and bonds was to be retained in the 
treasury of the company for corrup- 
tion purposes, Mr. Chandler intimated. 
He gave the names of Mr. Whitney, of 
Boston; Mr. Frank Jones, of New 
Hampshire, and John E. Russell, of 
Massachusetts, as officers or repre- 
sentatives of the company, and spoke 
of the latter gentleman as one of the 
president's inn-kitchen cabinet advis- 
ers who had been consulted as to the 
famous Wilson letter, and who bad 
been loud in his declarations, about the 
hotels and in the railroad cars, that 
the president would insist on free coal. 
Ho thought that such a statement of 
facts not only justified but required 
the proposition for an investigation.

HOUSE. 


A spirit of indolence manifested it- 


self in the house to-day, the result of 
combined hot weather and lack of ne- 
cessity to do anything, and at 3 o'clock 
adjournment was effected without any-

The most interesting incident of the 


session was Mr. Grosvenor's attack 
upon the conditions in the array, the 
existence of which made possible the 
recent conviction of Private Cedar- 
quist, in the department of the Platte, 
who refused to obey an order to en- 
gage in target practice on Sunday. 


In the course of Mr. Grosvernor's 


statement it was developed that Presi- 
dent Cleveland had taken hold of the 
matter and ordered Cedarquist's re- 
lease, and that the fine against him 
be remitted, and that the officer who 
issued *he order for Sunday target 
practice be himself arrested and tried 
for disobedience of President Lincoln's 
order of November, 1882, which has 
been the law of the army ever since. 


The conference reports on the In- 


dian and district of Columbia appro- 
priation bills were agreed to, and Mr.

A. ThrUUajr Story of tbe Sardinian

We were 


wet, we were hungry, and then, the 
nearness of the graveyard!
